Reference is made to Colonel Donovan's letters of
April 17 and April 8, 1942, concerning the appointment
Major Harold A. Jones as an Assistant Naval Attachd
Canberra, serving as a "Bpeclal Acsisbant to the
ister", and the attachment of Mr. Leonard R, Davis
to"the Legation as an assistant to Major Jones.,

Confirming our conversation of this morning, I am
agreeable to the assignment of Major Jonms to Australia
a8 the "personal representative of the Coordinator of
Information®, however 1t will not be practicsble to
attach him to the Legation as a Special Assistant to
the Minlster, nor %o attach to the Legation any persons
who may be employed by him. This i1s an exceptlion to
our general understanding with respect to COI representa~
tives abroad and ie dictated by the special conditions
exlisting in Australla and the faot that Iresumably
Major Jones will be traveling a good part o»f the time.
